3.  The  provisions  of  the  “  Village  Municipalities 
Act  ”  shall,  except  as  varied  by  the  terms  of  these 
Letters  Patent,  apply  to  the  said  village  munici¬ 
pality: 

4.  For  the  year  1956  the  revenue  of  the  said 
village  municipality  shall  include  the  sum  paid 
under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  5  of  these  Let¬ 
ters  Patent.

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
order  and  proclaim  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  area 
hereinbefore  described  shall  on,  from,  and  after  the 
date  hereof  be  incorporated  as  a  village  munici¬ 
pality  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  herein¬ 
after  contained  or  referred  to. 

1.  The  said  municipality  shall  be  called  and 
known  by  the  name  and  style  of  “  The  Corporation 
of  the  Village  of  Sechelt”  (hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  “  village  municipality  ”). 

2.  The  village  municipality  shall  comprise  all 
that  area  of  land  hereinbefore  described.

15.  The  nominations  for  the  first  elected  Board 
of  Commissioners  shall  be  held  at  the  office  of  the 
village  municipality  on  Tuesday,  the  third  day  of 
April,  1956,  between  the  hours  of  ten  o'clock  a.m.

16.  The  polling,  if  any,  shall  be  held  on  Satur¬ 
day,  the  fourteenth  day  of  April,  1956,  between  the 
hours  of  nine  o’clock  a.m.  and  seven  o’clock  p.m.

Officer. 

17.  Not  less  than  seven  days’  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  nomination  and  of  the  holding  of  the 
poll,  if  any,  shall  be  given  in  a  newspaper  circulat¬ 
ing  in  the  village  municipality,  and  further  for  the 
like  period  shall  be  posted  near  or  upon  the 
entrance  doors  of  the  post-office  in  the  said  village 
municipality. 

18.  The  said  election  shall  as  far  as  possible  be 
conducted  as  a  municipal  election. 

19.  The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration 
of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot-papers  and  ballot- 
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boxes  until  a  clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed  by  the 
elected  Board  of  Commissioners  to  whom  he  shall 
forthwith  deliver  same. 

20.  The  members  of  the  first  elected  Board  of 
Commissioners  shall  hold  office  as  follows,  that  is 
to  say: — 

(«)  The  three  Commissioners  who  receive  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  at  the  election  of 
the  first  elected  Board  of  Commissioners 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  shall 
take  office  following  the  annual  election  in 
December,  1957. 

( b )  The  two  Commissioners  who  receive  the 
lowest  number  of  votes  at  the  election  of 
the  first  elected  Board  of  Commissioners 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  shall 
take  office  following  the  annual  election  in 
December,  1956. 

(c)  In  case  of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  shall  have  a  casting  vote  or  votes 
to  determine  the  Commissioners  who  shall 
sit  for  the  longer  term. 

(</)  In  case  no  poll  is  necessary,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  determine  which  three  Com¬ 
missioners  shall  sit  for  the  longer  term  and 
the  others  shall  sit  for  the  shorter  term. 

21.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Commis¬ 
sioners  so  elected  shall  be  held  at  the  office  of  the 
village  municipality,  commencing  at  two  o’clock  in 
the  afternoon  on  a  date  to  be  determined  by  the 
appointed  Board  of  Commissioners. 

22.  The  assessment  roll  for  the  year  1957  shall 
be  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  12  of  the  “Village  Municipalities  Act.” 

23.  The  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  have 
power  at  any  time  prior  to  the  fifteenth  day  of 
July.  1956,  to  incur  liabilities  by  borrowing  money, 
or  otherwise,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  for  the  purpose

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“  CIVIL  SERVICE  ACT  ” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  by  Order  in  Council  No.  2903,  approved 
December  16th,  1955,  has  been  pleased  to  rescind 
the  regulations  made  pursuant  to  the  “  Civil  Service 
Act,”  governing  overtime  services,  and  to  substitute 
therefor  the  following  regulations: — 

Overtime  Services 

1.  Where  an  office  is  required  to  be  kept  open  to 
the  public  beyond  the  normal  working-hours,  or 
where,  due  to  excessive  pressure  of  Government 
business,  shortage  of  staff,  or  other  exceptional 
circumstances,  an  employee  is  required  to  work 
beyond  the  normal  working-hours,  and  where  such 
overtime  services  have  been  approved  by  the 
Deputy  Minister  or  an  official  authorized  by  him, 
compensatory  time  off  in  the  proportion  of  one 
hour  for  each  hour  of  overtime  services  performed 
may  be  sanctioned. 

2.  Where  payment  for  overtime  services  is  war¬ 
ranted  by  virtue  of  the  overtime  services  performed 
being  unrelated  to  the  regular  duties  of  the  em¬ 
ployee,  or  because,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commis¬ 


sion,  compensatory  time  off  would  interfere  with 
staff  requirements,  payment  may  be  made  wherever 
feasible  and  practicable,  provided  such  payment 
first  has  been  approved  by  the  Deputy  Minister  of 
the  department  concerned  and  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.  Where  such  payment  is  recommended 
under  this  section,  the  same  shall  be  computed  on 
the  straight-time  hourly  rate  in  the  equivalent  ratio 
to  the  daily  or  monthly  salary  and  the  voucher 
forwarded  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  for 
approval,  pursuant  to  section  77  of  the  “  Civil 
Service  Act,”  such  voucher  to  bear  the  signature 
of  the  Deputy  Minister  of  the  department  con¬ 
cerned,  with  particulars  as  to  the  reason  for  the 
overtime  and  confirming  that  compensatory  time 
off  cannot  conveniently  be  arranged. 

3.  Except  with  the  approval  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council,  these  regulations  shall  not 
apply  to: — 

( 1 )  Employees  in  receipt  of  salary  in  excess  of 
the  maximum  salary  for  the  position  of 
Senior  Clerk — Grade  2: 

(2)  Employees  having  the  authority  to  initiate 
overtime: 

(3)  Employees  such  as  inspectors,  auditors,  and 
social  workers,  where,  by  virtue  of  condi¬ 
tions  of  employment,  their  hours  do  not 
conform  with  the  normal  Civil  Service 
working-hours. 

4.  Where  an  employee  remains  on  duty  for  a 
short  period  to  complete  the  day’s  work,  such  shall 
not  be  considered  as  overtime  within  the  meaning 
of  these  regulations. 

5.  Records  of  overtime  services,  whether  recom¬ 

pensed  by  compensatory  time  off  or  by  payment, 
are  to  be  kept  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
Commission  and  be  available  for  inspection  at  any

“WORKMEN’S  COMPENSATION  ACT” 


Underground  Diesel  Equipment  Accident- 
prevention  Regulations 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Work¬ 
men’s  Compensation  Act,”  the  Workmen’s  Com¬ 
pensation  Board  has  adopted,  after  a  public  hear¬ 
ing  held  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  January  5th,  1956, 
the  following  accident-prevention  regulations,  effec¬ 
tive  on  and  after  February  1st,  1956: — 

Scope 

These  regulations  apply  to  construction  projects 
where  the  work  area  is  below  the  surface  of  the 
earth  and  such  operations  do  not  come  within  the 
scope  of  the  “  Coal-mines  Regulation  Act  ”  or  the 
“  Metalliferous  Mines  Regulation  Act.” 

Regulation 

No  internal-combustion  engine  using  gasoline, 
naphtha,  or  liquefied  petroleum  gas  for  fuel  shall 
be  operated  in  any  underground  construction  pro¬ 
ject.  Permission  to  use  internal-combustion  en¬ 
gines  of  the  diesel  type  may  be  authorized  upon 
written  application  to  the  Board.  Permission  shall 
be  conditional  on  compliance  with  the  following 
requirements: — 

(a)  Such  diesel  engines  shall  be  new  or  shall 
be  in  a  state  of  repair  that  will  give  per¬ 
formance  approximating  that  of  new  engines. 

( b )  The  engine  shall  not  be  permitted  to  idle 
unnecessarily,  and  operating  time  shall  be 
kept  to  a  minimum. 

(c)  The  condition  of  each  engine  shall  be 
checked  regularly,  and  the  engine  shall  be 
maintained  in  good  operating  condition  by 
a  competent  person  or  persons. 

(d)  Each  engine  shall  be  equipped  with  a  suit¬ 
able  diesel  exhaust-gas  conditioner.  This 
conditioner  shall  be  properly  maintained  and 
regularly  serviced. 
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(?)  A  carbon  monoxide  tester  shall  be  provided 
and  used  for  determining  the  carbon  mon¬ 
oxide  content  of  the  air  in  all  work  areas. 
Tests  shall  be  conducted  at  least  once  each 
shift  during  operation  of  diesel  equipment. 
Carbon  monoxide  content  shall  not  exceed 
twenty  parts  per  million  parts  of  air.  If 
contamination  of  the  air  should  exceed  this 
amount,  immediate  action  shall  be  taken  to 
reduce  the  air  contamination  to  allowable 
concentrations. 

(/)  Ventilation  shall  be  provided  in  the  amount 
of  at  least  75  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute 
per  brake  horse-power  of  the  aggregate 
diesel  equipment  in  use  in  the  underground 
workings.  Ventilation  shall  be  made  effec¬ 
tive  in  all  areas  that  diesel  engines  are 
operated. 

(g)  Instructions  shall  be  issued  to  all  workmen 
that  all  diesel  equipment  be  shut  down 
immediately  if  the  ventilation  ceases  to 
function.  Such  equipment  shall  remain 
shut  down  until  such  time  as  ventilation  is 
again  made  effective. 

(/j)  A  record-book  shall  be  provided  in  which 
the  operators  of  diesel  engines  shall  be  re¬ 
quired  to  report  any  unsatisfactory  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  equipment  in  their  care.  The 
results  of  tests  for  carbon  monoxide  shall 
also  be  recorded  in  the  record-book.

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of

mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 


98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(Z>)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House. 

(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session  or  if 
the  petition  has  not  been  presented  to  the  House 
within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount 
to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars. 
If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  until 
this  is  done.

whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  ( 1 )  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed.
